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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


GRAIN AND FEED 


ALGERIA's 1985/86 total grain crop is estimated at a near-record 3.05 
million tons, 63 percent above last year's drought-reduced harvest, according 
to the U.S. agricultural trade officer in Algeria. Wheat production is 
estimated at 1.65 million tons, 38 percent above last year and is comprised of 
1.07 million tons of durum and 0.58 million of soft wheat. The barley crop is 
estimated at a record 1.30 million tons, 120 percent above the 1984/85 
harvest. Near-ideal growing conditions in the major producing areas of the 
central and eastern regions resulted in bumper yields. Much of the grain crop 
was harvested in the May-July period. 


OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


Total oilseed production in VENEZUELA for 1985 is expected to rise to 
158,000 tons, up from 128,000 tons in 1984. Venezuela is a large importer of 
U.S. soybean meal, soybean oil, sunflowerseed oil and cottonseed oil. Soybean 
meal imports in 1985 are forecast to drop to 610,000 tons from 660,000 tons 
last year. Total soybean, cottonseed and sunflowerseed oil imports are’ 
forecast to drop to 218,000 tons from 260,000 tons. 


RKKKK 


SPAIN's Council of Ministers has authorized the Spanish National Farm -~ 
Commodity Service (FORPPA) to subsidize up to 100,000 tons of olive oil ; 
exports in bulk with a rebate of 12,000 pesetas Cat veneinataly: $69) per ton. 
World olive oil prices have ranged between $600 and $800 per ton (bulk 
shipment) over the past year. In 1984/85, Spain commanded over 60 percent of 
world olive oil trade. Spanish olive oil exports in 1985/86 are forecast at 
235,000 tons, with the main market being the United States.

DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


Beef production and herd numbers in BRAZIL are expanding despite a 
20-percent drop in cattle prices, according to the U.S. agricultural counselor 
in Brasilia. Beef production in 1985 is estimated at 2.4 million tons, 
100,000 tons above the 1984 level. An additional 100,000-ton expansion is 
forecast for 1986. Production and inventories are expanding because of better 
management, cattle herd improvements and planting of more productive forages. 
The improvements in cattle production have enabled producers to increase 
carcass weights and in some cases reduce the slaughter age from 60 months to 
36-40 months. 


RKKKK 


Milk production in SOUTH AFRICA in 1985 is forecast at 2.4 million 
tons, slightly below the 1984 level, according to the U.S. agricultural 
counselor in Pretoria. The Dairy Board is attempting to limit expansion in 
milk production to avoid surpluses through various measures. Milk production 
in 1986 is expected to approximate this year's level. With stable milk 
output, the pattern and level of dairy product output is unlikely to change 
significantly. 


COTTON 


Reports from PORTUGAL indicate that the U.S. share of Portuguese 
cotton imports increased from 10.3 percent in 1983/84 to 11.1 percent in 
1984/85. The increase was attributed to strong foreign demand for Portuguese 
cotton-based textiles and low raw cotton stocks necessitating larger raw 
cotton imports in 1984/85. Foreign demand for Portuguese textiles in 1985/86 
is expected to continue strong; therefore, cotton imports should increase. 


RKKKK 


According to authorities and trade officials in the GERMAN DEMOCRATIC 
REPUBLIC (GDR), if U.S. cotton prices are competitive, there is a definite 
possibility that 5,000 tons of medium-staple and 3,000 tons of long-staple 
U.S. cotton might be imported in 1986 and annually thereafter. They indicate 
that the possible sale would be enhanced if some way of tying these imports to 
some comparable value of exports of GDR products to the United States could be 
found. During 1984 and 1985, the only U.S. cotton imported by the GDR was 
transshipments from Hungary, the Soviet Union and Czechoslovakia. 


FRUITS 


NORTHERN HEMISPHERE production of apples during the 1985/86 season is 
currently estimated at 16,978,000 tons, a moderate 3-percent decline from the 
bumper 1984/85 harvest. Most of the shortfall can be attributed to severe 
winter temperatures and cool, rainy, spring weather throughout Central Europe 
that damaged nearly every apple crop in the European Community (EC). This 
was, however, partially offset by exceptionally good harvests in Canada, 
Hungary, Spain, Turkey and Yugoslavia.

Pear production in the Northern Hemisphere is expected to drop for 
the second consecutive year to 4,326,300 tons, 15 percent below the 1984/85 
volume. As with apples, EC crops sustained the most damage. The most severe 
losses occuring in West Germany, Italy and the Netherlands. Based on 
preliminary estimates, the 1985/86 harvested volume in the EC will fall well 
below the previous five-year average.
